Election/Restrictions 

1. The requirement for election of species is withdrawn since upon the search of the present 
subject matter it is noted that the point of novelty in being an aryl or heteroaryl group. 
Accordingly, an action on the merits of all the claims follows. 



Claim Rejections - 55 VSC § 112 

2. Claims 20-38 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. (1) Claims 20-38 are multiple dependent claims improperly dependent back on 
other multiple dependent claims. Correction is requested. (2) Claims 36-38 provide for the use 
of the compounds, but since the claims do not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, 
it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite 
where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced.
